The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or fairly suggest the instantly claimed nonpolymeric oil coated stent 
which contains a bioactive in said coating. The closest prior art is that of Tuch which 
teaches that a layer of a bioactive may be placed directly on a stent. The bioactive may 
be tocopherol (see col. 4, Table 1). However, when the bioactive is coated directly onto 
the stent in this manner, the overlayer polymer layers do not contain further drug (see 
col. 3, lines 20-26). This clearly teaches away from the instantly claimed invention since 
even by broadest interpretation, the nonpolymeric coating (tocopherol) does not contain 
another drug, and the overlaying polymer layers also lack a drug.
